Monthly Report 


The Activity Keport of the Des- 
eronto Police Department for the 
month of May was submitted to 
Council as follows:- 

There were three charges under 
the Criminal Code of Canada, 
eight under the Liquor Control 
Act, seven under the Highway 
Traffic Act and one under other 
Provincial Statutes. There was one 
accident reported and another was 
non-reportable. 

Fifty-six complaints were re- 
ported and investigated.

Hooked into the 
World’s Largest 

Computor 


Thanks to a benevolent depart~ 
ment of education and adata pro- 
cessing company with on idea, 
Hastings county board of educ- 
ation is now equiped with an elec- 
tronic brain. 

Installed two weeks ago at the 
heart of the county operation -~ 
the board office at 208 Bridge St. 
East -- the brain is now being set 
up tomonitor the board's financial | 
operation. 

It is the third such computer 
hook-up installed in three county 
board operations as part of a pilot 
project in new and more efficient 
methods of handling board finan- 
cial offairs. It has inspired a new 
slogan for the Hastings county 
board - “We're last but we're 
fast." 

The slogan refers to the instal 
ling company's aim here - to de- 
termine how quickly a board's 
operation can be tied into a com- 
puter and put on a completely 
operational basis. 

The story of the complicated 
electronic wizardry began with 
AGT Data Systems in Toronto-- 
adata processing company with 
an idea for streamlining the new 
county board's complicated bus- 
iness adminstration. 

AGT evolved asystem for hook- 
ing the boards up to the world's 
largest computer, located in Ot- 
tawoa. 

Time -- about two to three

Ottawa company to AGT Data 
Systems, which in turn supervises 
each board's time on the computer 

The Toronto company chose 
three county boards in which to 
institute its system -- York, near 
Toronto, Simcoe in western Ont- 
ario and Hastings in the east. 

For several months, represent- 
atives of the boards met with 
AGT personnel and worked out a 
program to handle the require- 
ments of a county board's finan- 
cial system. 

lan Munro, assistant business 
administrator with the Hastings 
board was involved in the project 
from the beginning -- in part be- 
cause of his experience in com- 
puterized business administration 
with the North York board. 

AGT programmed a complete 
system for handling invoice, 
month-end statements, general 
ledger, payroll and personnel re- 
cords at a yearly cost of $40,000 

There Hastings county's involv- 
ment in the pilot project stopped 
for lack of Funds. 

But the department of educat- 
ion, which set up the involved 
accounting methods now required 
of county boards had an interest 
in instant availability of finan- 
cial information and total recall. 

The minister of education, un- 
der fire in the legislature recently 
for allegedly letting educational 
spending get out of control across 
the province,has as great a need 
for instant information as the in- 
dividual board's business personnel 
have. 

He has discouraged on-site 
computers in board offices on the 
ground of excessive expense (ab- 
out $140,000 a year), but manual 
handling of board finances is 
under the new department of ed-

Hence the department of educ- 
ation's acceptance of the proposal 
that it give a grant to finance 
hooking up the three boards in 
the pilot project to the Ottewa 
computer.

Thus the computer hook-up 
operates at no cost to the county 
-- except for the salary of one 
who would

have been necessary anyway if 
manual handling of accounts had 
continued. 

Bell Telephone technicians 
“from Kingston installed the hook- 
up two weeks ago in a room ia 
the board office. Two members 
of the accounting department op- 
erate the terminal two to three 
hours every morning. After a 
telephone call ties them to the 
computer, they feed it informat- 
ion by typing statements ona 
machine resembling an electronic 
typewriter with o few extra but- 
fons. 

At present, the two operators 
are feeding information about 
the first five months of 1970 op- 
erations into the computer's mem- 
ory bank. The objective is to 


be accomplished and the computer 
fed enough facts to enable it to 
answer any financial question it 

is asked within less than a min— 
ute. 

For instance, should a trustee 
ask an awkward question about 
how much the board has paid for 
pencils this year and to whom, a 
quick call tothe computer would 
produce the answer in seconds, 
including the amount already 
paid, the amount outstanding, 
the number of pencils, and aum= 
bers distributed to each school. 
For good measure, it would also 
add the estimated pencil budget 
for the year, and the amount re- 
maining to be spent. 

At the end of July,a committ- 
ee of the department of education 
will inspect the operation for ac- 
ceptance across the province. 
Everyone associated with the pro- 
gram hopes the department will 
arrange a computer grant scheme 
to enable the Hastings operation 
to continue. If so, payroll and 
personnel records of both staff 
and students will be programmed 
into the computer and the mech- 
anical brain hook-up will be here 


determine how fast the job can. 
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As well asa slogan, Hastings 
county's new brain has a nome 
-- GEMS. 

It stands for Generalized Ed- 
ucational Management Systems 
and is the call word, used in con- 
junction with this county's special 
code number to address the Ot- 
tawa computer. 

It could become a name to be 
reckoned with in the future of 
education in Ontario. If so, this 
county would be far from last, 
and indisputably fast.

Increased Wheat Levy 
Rejected By Growers 


Ontario winter wheat producers 
have rejected a proposal that the 
Stabilization Levy Deduction on 
their crop be increased from the 
present 10% of thenegotiatedmin- 
imum price to 17%. Balloting wos 
conducted at special meetings of 
wheat producers in each county 
where wheat is grown. These meet 
ings were held during the past two 
weeks, following individual not 
ices being mailed to each of the 
approximately 20,000 eligible 
producers in the province. Ino 
light turnout, the proposition was 
rejected, with526 producers vot~ 
ing against the increased levy, and 
513 producers favoring the sugges 
tion. Atotal of 1039 growers mark: 
ed ballots. The Stabilization Levy 
issued by the Ontario Wheat Pro- 
ducers Marketing Board to dispose 
of surplus stocks of wheat that 
threaten the market. The announ- 
cement of the results was made by 
the Ontario Farm Products Market~ 
ing Board.

DIRT, ET CETERA, ON HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


WHEREAS paragraph | of section 476 of The Municipal Act 
authorizes councils to pass by - laws for prohibiting the obstructing, 
incumbering, injuring or fouling of highways or bridges. 

AND WHEREAS paragraph 4 of section 476 of The Municipal 
Act authorizes Councils to pass by - laws for prohibiting the throw- 
ing, placing, or depositing of dirt, filth, glass, hand bills, paper, 
or other rubbish or refuse, or the carcass of any animal on any high- 
way, or bridge. 

NOW THEREFORE, Council of The Town of Deseronto enacts 
as follows: 


1. No person shall obstruct, incumber, injure or foul any high- 
way or bridge within the Town of Deseronto. 


2. No person shall throw, place or deposit dirt, filth, glass, hand 
bills, paper or other rubbish or refuse, of the carcass of any an- 
imal on any highway or bridge in the Town of Deseronto. 


3. Any person who contravenes the provisions of this by-law shall 
be guilty of an offence and liable, upon conviction, to a pen- 
alty of not more than three hundred dollars, exclusive of costs. 


THIS BY - LAW shall come into force and take effect immed ~ 
iately on and after the passing thereof.

ard or is malodorous or could be a breeding place for mosquitoes , 


the assessed owner shall drain and dispose of the water to the satis- 
faction of the Town Council. 

KE Where on any grounds, yard or vacant lot there is refuse, 
garbage, rubbish or junk, the assessed owner and/or tenant shall 
remove such refuse, garbage, rubbish or junk from the land, leay-

Choosing & Operating 
Gas Powered Mowers 


Mowing the lawn is one of 
summer's most regular jobs. Any- 
one needing a new lawn mower 
should know the advantages and 
disadvantages of the various types 
available says Professor Ross Irwin 
School of Agricultural Engineer - 
ing, University of Guelph. 

The gas - powered rotary lawn 
mower of the walk=behind type is 
inexpensive, has blades that are 
easy and cheap to maintain, will 
do a good job in tall grass and 
weeds, and can mulch leaves. 
It is easy to maneuver and can cut 
close to obstructions. On the 
other hand,rotary machines don't 
do a very neat job, will tend to 
shred the grass rather thanclip it 
if the blades‘are left unsharpen - 
ed & are unsafe on uneven or ter- 
raced grounds Operators can save 
money by sharpening their own 
blades with a file or grinder, and 
should take equal amounts off 
each blade to keep the machine 
in balance. 

The correct handling of these 
machines will help operators 
achieve best performance, and 
help ensure user safety.The mach- 
ine should hold enough gas to do 
the entire lawn, so that there is 
no need to refuel the machine 
when it's hot; a four-cycle eng- 
ine is best for this. Professor Ir- 
win adds that a two-cycle mach- 
ine needs extra attention because 
of the need to add oil to the fuel. 

The front wheels of the mower 
should be staggered to prevent 
lawn scalping,& a front corner 
discharge chute will keep the cut 
grass away from'the operator. 
Large wheels with bearings make 
the machine easy to push & turn. 
Professor Irwin points out that the 
machine should always be turned 
in the opposite direction from the 
one in which the chute points.A 
range of cutting heights, from 1 
to 3 inches, should generally be 
obtainable. 

Stones and debris on the lawn 
should be picked up before cut- 
ting begins. Mowing should be 
done across the slope. \ 

Among the accessories that con 
be added toa rotary walk-behind 
Mower are grass catchers, auto -

nors, and rustproof housings. 

The horsepower of lawn mowers 
is generally related to the width 
of the cut. Cutting widths range 
from 16 to 22 inches and the cor- 
fesponding power from 3-4 horse 
Power. Some machines are self- 
propelled. 

For every ten rotaries sold, 
one gas-powered reel-type mower, 
is purchased. These mowers are 
much more expensive. Their cut - 
ting widths range from 16 to 20 
inches with generally five or six 
blades on the reel. The machines 
need more maintenance as the 
reel needs frequent adjusting , 
and a special machine to sharpen 
the mower reel blades and the 
bed knife is necessary. 


The reel mowers will give a 
beautiful cut, but for best results 
lawns must be cut more often as 
the grass should be short & erect 
when cut. More blades, closer 
together will give more cuts per 
foot and this will give o smoother 
finish to the lawn.

Maintain Water Supply 
Inspect Wells & Pumps 


Summer is the time when water 
is needed the most, yet it is dur~ | 
ing summer that well and pump 
failures occur most often because 
these facilities have not been in- 
spected regularly. 

The pump, says Professor Ross 
Irwin, School of Engineering, Un- 
iversity of Guelph, seldom gets 
any maintenance ond seldom 
complains. However, time should 
be taken tooil and grease the im- 
peller shoft and other moving 
parts. Dirt and rust can impair 
a pump's overall efficiency, and 
should be cleaned away regularly. 
Worn valves that cause leakage 
and loss of pressure must be watch | 
ed for and replaced. 

Wells that periodically run 
dry, says Professor Invin, or in | 
which the water level is dropping 
probably require some deepening 
to correct this problem. This will 
only be possible if the aquifer 
(water-bearing soil strata) isa

Barbecuing Steak 


Sizzling barbecued steak is as 
easy as one-two-three. Follow 
these tips suggested by home econ- 
omists, Macdonald Institute, 
University of Guelph. 

1. Choose tender steak cuts 
with some fat interspersed through- 
out the lean. Loin, sirloin, T- 
bone, club or rib-eye steaks are 
the most suitable. Roundor chuck 
steaks are less tender and should 
be marinated or tenderized be- 
fore barbecuing.The steaks should 
be cut one inch or more thick; 
they are ‘easier to manage and 
less likely to dry out. To prevent 
steaks from curling up at the 
edges, nick them inseveral places 
around the edge through the fat 
layer and slightly into the lean. 

2. Awell-made fire is im- 
portant. The most satisfactory 
fuel is charcoal in the form of 
briquets or sticks. The charcoal,

may ‘ve ignited easily by pouring 
a small amount of charcoal light- 
ing fluid over it. Charcoal lighting 
fluids are readily available and 
much safer than kerosene or other 
oils which tend to flare up. The 
coals are ready when they look 
ash-gray and there is no flame. 
To cook steaks, the fire should be 
hot. An easy way to tell if the 
heat is right is to hold your hand 
over the coals at the height the 
food will be for cooking. Begin 
counting from one-thousand-and 
-one to one-thousand -and-three; 
if you can comfortably hold your 
hand over the coals for longer 
than this, the fire is not hot en- 
ough. The heat production can 
be increased by knocking the gray 
ash off the coals. Let the grill 
top heat; then spear some fat trim- 
mings with a long-handled fork 
and rub over the hot grill. This 
keeps the steak from sticking. 

3. To avoid loss of meat juice 
do not salt the steak before cook- 
ing. Wait until you turn the 
steak to salt and pepper it. To 
turn the meat, use tongs or a tur- 
ner. It is difficult to judge the 
barbecuing time since the amount 
of heat varies. The best method 
to determine doneness is to nick 
the meat through the edge toward 
the center and observe the color. 
For best flavor, the meat must be 
served immediately.

"The shape of Ontario Hydro's 
expansion in the 1970's is already 
apparent," says Chairman George 
Gathercole in Hydro's newly re- 
leased annual report for 1969. 

With peak demands for 1969 
! of 10,455,400 kilowatts expected 
| to double within the next decade 
Ontario Hydro's first oil-fired 
power plant, the 2.3 million kil- 
owatt Lennox generating station 
located 22 miles west of Kingston 


growing power requirements. 

The report states that the $303 
million Lennox project should 
have a significant effect on the 
economy of eastern Ontario with 
employment to reach a projected 
high of 1,700 by 1974 and a per- 
manent operating staff of 180. 

In 1969 Hydro payrolls in the reg 
ion amounted to over $18 million 
$4 million of which, was paid to 
construction crews working on the 
extension of the Stewartville gen- 
erating station, and to personnel 
at the Nuclear Power Demonstra- 
tion Station at Rolphton. The 

Stewartville hydro-electric plant 
output was boosted to 153,000 
kilowatts by the extension. 

The annual report says customer 
demands for the region reached 
nearly 1.5 million kilowatts dur- 
ing 1969. The region's 384,909 
customers contributed to provincial 
revenues for 1969 totaling $468.9 
million = 13 per cent more than 
the 1968 total of $415 million. 
Grants in lieu of taxes made by 
Hydro to Eastern Region municip- 
alities totalled $430,000.

"As the concluding year in a 
decade of remarkable progress 
and change, 1969 had its share 


lems," says Mr. Gathercole in 
the report just issued. Despite 
handicaps ranging from strike 
action and inflation to concern for 
the environment, Hydro managed 
to bring on line 1.2 million kil- 
owatts of new power. 

Commenting on Hydro's pro- 
gram for the future Mr. Gather- 
cole says, "The provision of vital 
electric power to accommodate 
Ontario's growing economy is 
our commitment to the future of 
Ontario." 

He adds that some of the dif- 
ficulties encountered during 1969 
were the result of "Greatly in- 
creased pressure for conformity 
with new public attitudes regard- 
ing the preservation and improve- 
ment of the environment." 

"More than $42 million has 
been invested in anti-pollution 
controls at major stations, and 
$1.5 million was budgeted during 
1969 for research into better 
methods of dealing with stack 
emissions. Additional research 
is being directed towards the 
more effective use of land and 
equipment in service corridors 
for the transmission of energy. 

"Certainly these measures will 
add to the cost of power, but that 
is the price we'll have to pay so | 
that the quality of the environ- 
ment is maintained," concludes 
Mr. Gathercole.

After Seeding 


As grain seeding nears com- 
pletion we will be once again 
faced with the problem of handl- 
ing grain that has been seed treat~ 
ed for the control of fungus and 
insects. Seed treatments contain- 
ing organic mercurial compounds 
and certain insecticides are of 
particular concern. Tests with 
diseased seed indicate that mer- 
cury compounds are more effect- 
ive fungicides than the non-mer- 
curials, but are also potentially 
more hazardous. 

If seed treatments, and the 
treated seed are not handled pro- 
perly, they are apotential hazard 
for humans, animals, and birds. 
If the compounds and treated seed 
are handled properly and accord- 
ing to the Idabel directions, then 
they provide an important and 
necessary role in crop production. 
The following guidelines, should 
assist in the safe handling of seed 
treatment chemicals and treated 
seed. 

1. Alltreatedseed, especially 
that with mercurials must be kept 
away fiom feed and food stuffs 
and where neither children nor 
livestock have access to it. 

2. Neverfeed treated grain 
to livestock or poultry. 

3. Excesstreated grain should 
be bagged, labeled, and stored 
for use the following year. Small 
amounts should be burned, or bur - 
ied where water supplies will not 
be contaminated. 

4. Bags thatheld treated seed 
should be used for that purpose 
alone. Preferably they should be 
destroyed so that they can not be 
used for feed handling. 

5. As with all pesticides, 
follow carefully the directions 
printed on the manufacturer's 


label.

2 qts. strawberries, washed and

Belleville Detachment. 

Lost week, officers of the Bel- 
leville Detachment of the Ont- 
ario Provincial Police patrolled 
a total of 10,984 miles of Prov- 
incial Highways ond other roads.

Try this quick dessert now while 
fresh Ontario strawberries are at 
their peak. Home ,economists, 
Macdonald Institute, University 
of Guelph, suggest using small 
individual molds such as custard 
cups for this recipe. 

Strawberry Ice 
1 pint vanilla ice cream 
3 oz. pkg. strawberry jelly powder 
1 cup boiling water 
1 cup sliced fresh strawberries 
whole strawberries 
sweetened whipped cream 

Soften ice cream by mashing 
with a large spoon. Add jelly 
powder to boiling water until 
powder dissolves. Add ice cream 
and stir until it is melted. Chill 
until the mixture begins to thick- 
en. «Fold in 1 cup sliced berries. 

Spoon mixture into molds. 
Chill until set. Unmold at serv 
ing time and garnish with whole 
strawberries and whipped cream.
